Killed— Fourteen Badly Scalded.— We copy the fol- 
lowing from the Cincinnati Gazette of yesterday: 

On Saturday evening the new steamer Kentucky, 
In i in id from this place to Portsmouth, burst her steam 
pine while she was lying at Smith's Landing, a few 
miles this >idc of Augusta, Ky., scalding seventeen 
j»ersons — :hree of whom have since died. The cause 
of the accident is attributed to the copper in the 
steam pipe lieing defective. The following persons 
have died from injuries received: Michael Mahau, a 
deck hand; Paul &axe, a boy from the village of Co- 
lumbia, just above this city; and an old colored man 
whose name we could not learn— he was bound from 
this city to Portsmouth. 

The following persons, deck passengers, were se- 
verely scalded: George Waller, Peter Davis, Dennis 
Ryan, Patrick Ryan, Hugh Flaherty, Fdward Mur- 
phy, Paris Brown, John Keriger, Thomas Marr, 
Thomas Dorsey, Geo. Dugan, of Ripley, and M. Mil- 
ler; also the second Steward of the boat, whose name 
we did not learn, and one of the firemen, a colored 
man. The injured received every attention from the 
officers of the boat and the physicians uf Concord and 
Augusta. None of the cabin passengers were injur- 
ed, and the Big Sandy packet, Scioto No. 2, passed 
up shortly after the accident and took the Kentucky's 
passengers off. The Bostona brought the Kentucky 
in U>w"to this place yesterday morning. The boat, 
with the exception of her steam pipe, is uninjured.

ANNUAL REPOI2T nK THE SECRETARY OF THE 
TREASURY. 

The annual report of the Hon. James Guthrie, Secretary 
of the Treasury, is a voluminous but able and interesting 
document. It sets forth the financial condition of the 
country in a lucid and satisfactory manner, and urges 
many important change* in the tariff, &c, with much 
force and ability. 

After gtviai in detail the receipts of the Treasury for the 
past fiscal year, and the expenditures for the MM period, 
(.the totals of which appeared in the President's ■HMBfA, 1st 
proceeds to show that on the 30th of June next there will be 
an estimated luilance in the Treasury of sj(2i,H45,222 BL '

Mr. Guthrie renews his recommendation contained in

Under a conviction that we were collecting, under the 
existing tariff, more revenue than a present economical ad- 
miuirtriit ion of the government, and a wise and prudent 
outlav for the future, made necessary or called for, and 
also under the conviction tliat an overflowing treasury 
would induce wasteful and extravagant expenditures, a 
modification of the tariff of 1X46, and a reduction of the 
revenue from customs. »«< suggested in my first report on 
the finances, and reuewtd in both my subsequent reports, 
and I* now again rejreated. with, if possible, a firmer con- 
viction of its necessity and propriety, and for the same rea- 
sons, and others that could b? named. 

Tbenacerted redaetfaejpr the revenue, was. by mh en 
largcinent of the free list, To as to admit some articles of 
consumption and the raw materials used by our manufac- 
turers, to free entry, and lessening the duty on other ini- 
iMirt*. It was thought that the dudes from customs could 
well is 1 reduced to some forty-efeht or fifty millions of dol- 
lars, and leave an ample sum for all the want* and require- 
ments of the government, including the redemption of the 
public debt, as it should become due. It seemed to me that 
good polirv required the raw material used in our manu- 
factures to be exempt from duty, and our manufacture* 
placed on an equality with those of Great Itritaiu and oth- 
er manut'iicttirins nations, who admit the raw material to 
free entry. A tax upon the raw material is calculated to 
increase the cost of the production by the profits of the im- 
porter on the tax on the raw material, and |t he profits of 
the manufacturer <>n liis outlay for that tax. and the im- 
porter'e profit thereon, and of the merchant through whom 
it passes to the consumer, interfering with the manufactu- 
rers - enioyment of both the home and the foreign market, 
on the same advantageous terms of the manufacturer of 
other nations, who obtains the raw material free of duty. 

A single example illustrates the case: Great Britain ad- 
mit* wool, a raw material, free of duty, and the United 
States imi»ose upon it a duty of thirty per cent. This en- 
ables the English manufacturer to interfere with the Ameri- 
can manufacturer in the American markets, and to exclude 
him from the foreign market. It does more; it surrenders 
the markets of the countries producing the raw material to 
the nations who take it free of dnty. Our manufacturing 
and commercial States enjoy the markets of our plautiug 
and provision States, because there exists no impeding 
duty giving preference' to foreign* nations; but our manu- 
facturing, commercial and provision States do not enjoy the 
market* of Mexico, Central and South American, and the 
West Indies, nor of other nations inhabiting the shores of 
tin' ('antic because these nations do not manufacture, and 
have but little else for commercial exchange than the raw 
material, which we tax, and other nations take free of duty, 
in exchange for macufacture* and other productions, and 
although we are more favorably situated for commercial in- 
tercourse with thein we yield the trade to the European na- 

. "The value of our manufactures for the year 1865 is esti- 
mated at *l,391.il.)i,29a, of which ft70^1sW,712 is in cotton 
fabrics. The value of manufactures of iron and steel for 
the same year is put at *7s,4tft>,&)t4, and the imports of 
manufactured and unmanufactured iron and steel at $23,- 
943 274, making the consumption of iron aud steel for the 
v ear «*H,5t»*,:vtU.

The MbMM upon the production and importation of 
wool, and manufacture-! of wool, have been prepared with 
can;, in order to place the questions, connected with the pro- 
duction and importation of wool andmanulactnres of wool, 
involved in the I'lopo.-ition. to admit wool as a raw material 
free of duty, fully and fairly before Congress. It will hs 
seen that in 1*40, according to the cciimis of that year, we 
manufactured wixilen penile, to the value of ;js20,i;9t;,!«9, 
and tliat in add iti on, aw imported manufacture* of wooL to 
the value of t)X^M,7tl; making our consumption of the

The census of 1*40 does not give the number of factories 
devoted to, nor the capital employed in, the manufacture of 
of wool. • 

The census of 1x60 show* there were 1559 factoriiw in the 
United State*, with jjO.lls.tioO of capital, devoted to the 
manufacture of wool, with the particular State*, in which 
the factories were situated; also, that the manufactures of 
wool amounted to $4X207.545. and we imported manufac- 
tures of wool to the value of ijslti,W7t>,575, making our cou- 
suniptiouof manufacture* of wool $ti0, 1*4,120, and thecon- 
sumptiou of js2 3S**<- for each MWeoat in the United State*. 
If we estimate the increased value of our woolen manufac- 
tures since 1*50, at the ratio of the increase between 1*40 and 
UM, it give* our manufacture* of wool Bt||ta i 4K,T8l for the 
year 1*55; ami we find the value of our importations of 
manufacture* of wool, for the fear 1*55. $3>VW<,B94, making 
our consumption ji?;*.

These 
tables also show, at the periods of 1*40, 1150, and UHr, the 
value of the wool produced in the United States, and also 
the value of wool imported into the United States, at the 
same periods, less the eX|Mi: t*of wool. They also show the 
value of the wool, in the imi-orted manufactures of wool, at 
eiwli of those periods, e-ti::iating the value of the wool at 
one-third of the value of the Imports, ami exhibit tin- value 
of the wool consumed by each person in IMOat 71 iC-lim cts, 
aud in 1*5(1 at 75 l*-luu cts, and in 1*55 at !« 19-Kki stsi and 
that we consumed in 1*40 *:!,704,0!»2 more than we produced. 
And in 1*50 *7,:U7,771, and in 1*55 tjt9,ri70,i;s»O. There are no 
data from which to exhibit the number of factorie* nor the 
amount of capital employed in the manufacture of wool in 
1h55, nor the character of the good* manufactured; but it is 
represented that all our factories heretore engaged in the 
manufacture of broadcloths and the finer woolen fabrics, 
have beeu forced to abandon that description of manufac- 
ture, and yield our markets for those articles to the foreign 
manufacturer. Them; tablesshow that, in Inm. we consum- 
ed $211,297,384 of the manufactures of wool more than we 
manufactured, and that we consumed *9,ti7S,tSH) of wool 
more than we produced, estimating the wool i:i the manu- 
factured article at one-tliird of the value. Now we import 
$1,940,097 of wool for our manufacturers, who pay a duty 
of 30 per cent, upon it; and we imi>ort MUtV^M of the 
manufactures of wool, on which we pay different rates of 
duty, vir: 30 |iercent. on part, 25 per cent, on part, and 20 
per cent, on lrart; whilst with wool free of duty in other 
manufacturing countries the duty operates a discrimination 
against the labor and capital of aur own people. This is 
ix-culiarly thecaseasto the coarser fabrics, which we admit 
at a less duty than we impose upon wool. * * 

When «■ first imposed a tax on foreign wool. Great Brit- 
ain and other manufacturing nations taxed it also, and as 
high as we taxed it. We discriminated in the tax utron the 
manufactures of wool, Imposing a higher tax u]>on the finer 
fabrics; whereujron Great Britain and other manufacturing 
nations repealed their tax on wool, and *tcured to then- 
manufacturers the advantage of obtaining the raw material 
free of duty. This advantage over us they will continue to 
eajoy as long as our tax is continued. The reasons why 
tliey admit wool free are to be found in the fact that they 
manufacture more than they produce, and it is necessary 
they should be able to sell cheap, in order to enter advan- 
tagcotisl v tin markets of the world, and it may be, also, to 
secure the market of the United States, to the suppression 
of manufacturing ill this country. We also manufacture 
more wool than we produce, and consume more manufac- 
ture* of wool than we manufacture, and continue our tax 
on wool. The duty on wool wa* imposed to promote its 
production in the United States, and was expected to en- 
hance the price. It ha* failed to secure the object for which 
it was imposed. The production has not kept pace with our 
|H>puIation aud consumption of woolen manufactures, and 
although the prices have been fair, they have not In i n -ut h 
as to make wool-growing a* profitable a pursuit a* many 
others in the country. In the trial of ten years under the 
tariff of l*4ti. there is no greater production oi wool, in pro- 
portion to the population, than there wa* prior to that ttime 

It is said we do not produce the inferior priced wools, 
costing twenty cents per pound, or less, nor the higher 
priced wools, casting fifty cent* or more to the pound, and 
tliat it is the lower and higher priced wools, that we import, 
for our manufactures, and that the duty ha- no > ff. ct, and 
does not enhance the price of the wool that we produce. 
In consequence of which, we are undersold in our own 
market*, in both the finer and eeareer fabrics, and that the 
rei>eal of the tariff on low and higher priced wools, would 
not affect the price of the wool we produce, and would en- 
able our manufacturers to us- more of our wool, by judi- 
cious mixture with foreign wool, and give them a fairer 
OOeapatitJoa fjr the home market, and induce the manufac- 
ture of the finer fabrics in this country. There would be 
ditticulty in the execution of such a tariff, because it would 
be the interest of the importer to put the foreign value of 
his wool above the fifty or below the twenty coats, to ob- 
tain free entry. It is believed these causes would render 
the tax uncertain and unpopular, and make free trade in 
wool more desirable and more beneficial to the wool-grow- 
er as well as the manufacturer. In Great Britain, the tax 
on the foreign wool, when it wa* as much as sixpence a 
pouud, did not enhance the price to the Kngli-h wool-grow- 
er, although it had beeu imposed and continued, as well to 
encourage the growth of wool at home as for revenue. The 
English prices current and other statistics show that the 
prise of wool ranged higher, the very first year after the 
duty was repealni than it had for years before, and has 
continued to range higher ever since. It is oonidimtly 
br li-ved that each would be the ease in this country, if the 
duty on the importation of wool was repealed, thereby giv- 
ing our manufacturers wool, on the same terms the forage 
manufacturers obtain theirs, viz: by purchase in the open 
market! of the world, and that they would be encouraged 
to increase and extend their busiuess, in order to enjoy the 
benefit of the home market for their goods, the conse- 
quence of which would be a cotistant and greater home de- 
mand at higher and better prices. 

The ratio at which our population is increasing, will ren- 
der necessary a continued increase in the manufactures of 
wool required for consumption. The importance of a home 
Supply of tMB aeefill and in.li*i>ensable article of clothing 
call* for the most careful investigation of the efft?cts of our 
laws, and a prompt remedy by their mpeal, wli-rever they 
shall be found prejudicial to a constant and cheap supply 
from the capital and labor of our own people. 

TUE COIXAllE AND CUKXENCY. 

It will b° seen that the total gold and silver coinage of 
the United States mint from 1793, when the mint was estab- 
lished, to 30th September. 185*5, has been $549,341,914 14, 
and that the entire import from 1*20, when the account was 
first kept, ha* been $293,505,743, and the export $430,5*7,- 
mi MWM h.ing no acouut oi the imports aud exports 
prior to 1*20. 

It is not deemed possible for an agricultural, manufactur- 
ing, and commercial nation to prevent the exi»ort of gold 
and silver, because in commercial transactions gold and 
silver, besides beiug a measure of value, constitute articles 
of commerce, and must obey the laws of demand and Sup- 
ply. The export may be restrained, by having goM and 
silver currency of a fixed value, and allowing the circula- 
tion of no bank notes, or no bank notes not convertible 
into gold and silver on demand, aud a foreign commerce 
that calls for larger export* of oth.;r articles than the want' 
of our citizen* make it nee ssary to import; but whilst gold 
and silver continue products of our mines, and remain ar- 
ticles of commerce, internal and external, requiring equiva- 
lent exchanges, the export and import of gold and silver 
will continue, and should be no can- of alarm. The de- 
sideratum of a sufficient uniform currency, of a fixed val- 
ue, in aU the States and Territories, is all that is required, 
*o far as currency is concerned, to secure a sound aud 
healthy foreign and internal trade. A currency partly 
composed of bank notes ha* a liability, and to some extent 
a tendency, to excess, against which convertibility into gold 
and silver, on demand, is no security; nor is the confining 
discounts to notes and bills, representing real transaction*, 
a security and never will be whilst there is such a tiling as 
over-trading and over-production; and for the same reasons 
a pure metallic currency would not constitute a i>c.rfect se- 
curity against a diminished or reduudauc supply. Coin 
vanishes under the influence of wars or appreheuded wars, 
internal revolutions and strife, political alarm* and appre- 
hended political changes, a deficiency in the grain crops, 
requiring large importations from other countries, the ex- 
plo*ion of mercantile speculations, and a continued unfa- 
vorable course of foreign trade. 

AMEBIC AS BBCUBITIES HELD IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

In answer to the call for the amount of United States and 
State stocks, &c, held in foreign countries, the general 
summary from my report of the 2d of March, 1*54, aaaa 
that .-object, made in compliance with a resolution of the 
Senate, under <*>te of the 4tii of April, 1*53, is given, of the 
amount of such debts, and the part held abroad, corrected, 
as to the United States stocks, by information in the Trea- 
sury lKjpartment, and as to railroad stocks by the actual 
returns of railroads, as given in statement No. *2 of this re- 
port. There was not time to resort again to the original 
sources for the necessary information, to make a more 
authentic statement. The condition of the EUiropeea 
money market, during the recent war between Great 
Britaiu, France, and Kti*>ia, and since, has uot been such 
as to afford a market f.»r additional American stocks, 
whilst many of them liave been returned to America and 
cashed. There can liave been no increase in American 
stocks, held In foreign countries, since the report from 
which the summary is taken. It will be seen that the 
United States stocks, the State stocks, the stock* and bonds 
of 113 citiesand towns. Ml counties, 986 banks, 75 insurance 
companies, 300 railroads, M canals, and 15 miscellaneous 
companies, are all set down at $1,407,51 8,W4 aud the 
amount held by foreigner* at $: 

The establishment of a pure metallic currency would re- 
quire the withdrawal of the corporate authority, given bv 
State charter*, to 1,398 banks to i*iue and circulate bank 
note* as money, and the consequent withdrawal of $106,- 
000,000 now circulated by them. Congress has no power to 
act upon the charters granted by the States, during the 
continuance of the charters, and the State* would certainly 
not agree to make a surrender of the P° w ^ **> Congress; 
therefore, a pure metallic currency may be set down as 
impracticable under our constitution and our laws, to eay 

nothing of the sentiment of our people.

LOt'IBVII.t.E AND PORTLAND CANAL. 

The Louisville and Portland canal, now the sole property 
of the United States, has been under th- direction of the 
Trea-uiy Department, the past two year*. Th ■ t.dls. bv 
direction of the department, were reduced om -half, and 
the receipts, for the past two years, liave beeu expended in 
the repair of the lock* and enlargement of the canal, im- 
provement of the bridges, &e.

Death 01. Linik>, the ai.i.egeh Def.vi 1 tkr.— 
In the Gazette, of Friday, we announced the arre>t 
of Lindo, charged with certain defalcations at New- 
Orleans, and of the irregular and illegal manner in 
which the arrest liad l>eeu conducted. We liave 
since learned that Lindo, in companv with his cap- 
tors, Anderson and Bunker, took jiassage on board the 
ste.imer Lecompte. for New Orleans." A short time 
after they left this port, Lindo became suddenly ill, 
and his illness beiiur of a very serious character, a 
physician was called on board at Aurora, who, upon 
examination, discovered the patient to be under the 
effect of some opiate. His room was searched and an 
empty vial was found labelled "laudanum." The 
officers who had him iu charge state that they inquir- 
ed of the physician whether or not there was any 
danger of Lindo dying from the effects of what he 
had taken, and that the ajmiejeji replied there was 
not; that in his opinion Lindo was onlv shamming ill- 
ness. On receiving this opinion the officers deter- 
nuned to proceed with their prisoner. Soon after the 
l>oat left Aurora, officer Bunker, who was in the 
tate-room, watching Lindo, observed him to sud- 
denly stop snoring and to breathe irregularly and at 
long intervals. Becoming alarmed for the prisoner's 
safety, he immediately went in fatal of the Captain, 
and on returning found that the prisoner had ceased 
to live. On the arrival of the boat at Vevay, a me- 
talic coffin was procured, and the corpse deposited in 
a vault. 

We leam that Mayor Farran, on hearing of the 
manner in which the arrest had lieen made, immedi- 
ately issued a warrant for the apprehension of Ander- 
son. This worthy arrived here on Saturday and was 
immediately taken into custody by officer Hazen and 
and lodged in the Hammond street Station House. 
Shortly after his incarceration, he sent for Judge 
Pruden, who admitted him to bail in the sum of #500 
for his appearance to-dav to answer to the charge. 
The Mayor cited officers Bunker and Cassiday to ap- 
pear before him to-day, for the purpose of having 
their conduct in this affair investigated. Property, 
which belonged to Lindo, amounting to about il.noo 
in value has been deposited at the office of the Mav- 
or subject to the order of the friends of the deceas- 
ed.— 67/». G'oz.

— Accounts 
from Washington confirm the rumor that several 
{southern and Western railroad companies have 
combined together and will soon attempt to get 
through Congress a bill, the result of which will 
give some one hundred and sixty millions of acres 
of public lands to said companies. This is indepen- 
dent of the railroad scheme. At this rate the pub- 
Ik domain will soon be entirely absorbed by specula- 
tors, and the new settler be compelled to pay prices 
for land three and four times that established by the 
government. Sixteen millions of acres were given 
away to railroad speculators last session. 

Steam vs. Watkk Power.— Some years since, 
one of our correspondents, whose articles on West- 
ern and Southern manufactures attracted general 
attention, gave our readers most of the facts bearing 
on this subject, and showed, very conclusively, that 
steam power from coals not over ten cents per 
bushel was. practically, cheaper than water power. 
Many jiersons, however, supposed that the writer 
was biassed by his interest in coal-mines. His opin- 
ions seem to be fully sustained by the following arti- 
cle which we copy from the Scientific American: 

Various correspondents have made inquiries res- 
pecting the relative value of steam and water pow- 
er, and one asks: "Whether an inexhaustible water 
power or only water sufficient for steam purges 
with an unlimited supply of cheap fuel, arc most ad- 
vantageous to the development of a manufacturing 
town. ' It is not jxissible to give a satisfactory an- 
swer to a general inquiry respecting the comparative 
advantages of steam and water power, but we have 
no hesitation in answering the correspondent (in 
Iowa) from whose letter we have quoted the aUive 
extract. An abundance of cheap fuel and steam 
power, in our opinion, possesses the greatest advan- 
tages for manufacturing purposes. Few manufac- 
turing operations can be carried on without fuel, even 
where there is plenty of water power; therefore, 
where fuel is scarce and dear, manufacturing cannot 
be carried on but under a heavy expense. 

In giving this opinion, we do not forget that most 
of our manufacturing towns and villages are indebt- 
ed for their rise to water power. They are built on 
rivers and creeks where there are falls of water for 
driving machinery; but, when they were first estab- 
lished, timber for fuel and buildings were plentiful 
and cheap in the neighborhoods. It has now be- 
a serious question with manufacturers using 



progress, and the ratio of increase still continues the 
same; and more than half, probably two-thirds, of 
this enormous quantity of fuel is used for motive 
power. 



"Official" Information about Kansas. — 
Gen. Persifer F. Smith, commanding the military 
department of the West, writes to the War Depart- 
ment, under date of the 11th nit., that order and 
tranquillity have gradually resumed their sway in 
Kansas. The border ruffians having been quieted, 
the troops in the Territory, with the exception of a 
squadron of dragoons and one company of infantry, 
who are to remain and guard the State prisoners, 
are henceforth to devote themselves to making prep- 
arations for a campaign against the Cheyennes In- 
dians in the spring. The winter in Kansas has com- 
menced with severity much earlier than usual. 



r^pTlie New York Times company have made a 
handsome speculation out of the Urick Church pro- 
perty on Nassau street. They bought it about a year 
since for two hundred thousand dollars, and the 
government has now decided to purchase it of them 
for a postoftice site for four hundred and fifty thous- 
and dollars. 



Oceax Telegkaph. — The contracts for making 
and laying down the telegraphic cable between New- 
foundland and Ireland have been concluded. It is 
believed that the line will be in operation by the 4th 
of July next. 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 
The authorized strength of the Army is 17,894; the 
actual strength on the 1st of July was 15,562. The 
number of enlistments during the twelve months 
ending Sept. 30 was 4,440; the number of persons 
offering to enlist, but who were rejected for minority 
or unfitness, was 5,594. The number of casualties 
during the last fiscal year, by deaths, discharge*, 
and desertions, was 6,096, of which 3,223 were by 
desertion. 

The Indian difficulties on the Western plains have 
been successfullv terminated, except with the Chey- 
ennes. The Secretary suggests the propriety of re- 
moving the fragmentary tribes of Indians in Texas 
to reservations on the United States lands north of 
the Red River, which would greatly reduce the ex- 
penditures for keeping them in subjection by render- 
ing the maintenance of so many military posts unne- 
cessarv. 

It is" recommended to extinguish the possessory 
rights of the Hudson Bay Company, as they owe no 
allegiance to our government, and would be disposed 
to exercise a powerful influence among the Indians

Forests and swamps are perennial feeders of creeks 
and rivers. As these disappear, and the soil is 
spread out to the direct rays of the sun, rapid evapo- 
ration takes place after falls of rain, and thus it has 
occurred that many streams once flowing with pow- 
er for the hiiller are now only water-worn channels. 
The ruins of grist and saw-mills are now to lie seen 
on the banks of dry creeks, where forty years ago 
the merry clatter of the hopper and hum of the saw 
mingled .'roni morn till night with the song of the 
rushing waters. Rut, although this is true respect- 
ing a number of places, manufactures have not de- 
creased in our country, thanks to the power of steam. 
With a plentiful supply of fuel, steam forms a con- 
stant, trusty power for driving machinery, and a 
.steam factory can l>c created independent of rare 
natural localities, like water falls. It has thus 
^reut advantages over water power. It requires 
180,000 cubic feet of water per hour on a thirteen 
feet tall to produce the same effect in machinery 
that mm be obtained with fifty cubic feet of water 
mi HI It's oi coal by a steam engine.

the scenes of operation in Russia, and many militarv 
establishments in England, France, Prussia, and 
Austria. In Russia they were received with the 
most courteous lil>erality, and every facility exten- 
ded. They did not obtain access to places actually 
besieged, but they were permitted to examine the 
extensive and interesting fortifications of Cronstadt, 
l>efore which the allied fleet was then lving. At St. 
Petersburg and Moscow they visited the camp, bar- 
racks, military schools, hospitals, and arsenals. At 
Warsaw they had an opportunity of seeing fortifica- 
tions constructed on the modern system ot the Rus- 
sian engineers, who have acquired celebrity in the 
skill and energy display ed in the protracted defense 
of Sebastopol. 

The English government, trusting to the honor of 
the officers, freely permitted the Commission to visit 
their camp in the Crimea; but the French refused it, 
except on conditions which would have defeated the 
very object of the Commission. The fortifications of 
Sebastopol, as left after the late assault, were ex- 
amined. The manner of taking care of the sick and 
wounded also came under their observation. The 
report of the Commission will l>e furnished probably 
before the close of the session of Congress. 

The usual notice is taken of the Academy, and 
numerous suggestions made for its greater efficiencv. 
For details reference is made to the report of the 
Board of Visitors. The military roads in the several 
Territories have been prosecuted with vigor, and 
several of them completed. 

The subject of a Pacific railroad is elaborated, and 
reference made to sundry surveys and explorations. 
The railroad from San Jose to San Francisco is esti- 
mated to cost twenty millions. The Southern road 
is estimated at forty-four thousand dollars per mile. 
If the final terminus of the Pacific road is to be San 
Francisco, the route through the Gorgona Pass to 
San Pedro is preferable to that to San Diego, since 
the former port is one hundred miles nearer San 
Francisco. 

The great number of resignations in the army- 
shows the necessity for an increase of pay. It evi- 
dences a policy injurious to professional pride, while 
the hard service and frontier stations of the officers 
require of them sacrifices which no other officers of 
the government are called upon to make. The ex- 
pense of living has been greatly augmented, and the 
pay is about the same as it was fifty years ago. It 
is bad economv, the report continues, to drive the 
active and intelligent from the service which they 
adorn.

The sea-coast fortifications are progressing, but 
there is much yet to be done before many of the most 
important wiil be efficient. The fortifications for 
{ harbor defences are held to be most efficient, and re- 
ference is made to the failure of formidable naval ar- 
maments against fortified places in the Blr.ck Sea 
I and the Baltic, as showing conclusively that proper- 
! ly consirucieu fortifications are a sure reliance 
against the most formidable fleets. The report ur- 
ges the importance of completing the fortifications in 
progress, and of making liberal appropriations for 
new ones. Time is necessary to make them efficient, 
and it ought to be done while the country is in a 
; state of peace, because it cannot be done hastily ex- 
cept at increased expense, and then not reliably. 

The Secretary asks a law for liberal appropriations 
for armaments for new forts, improvements in small 
! arms, and the accumulation of supplies of ammuni- 
! tion. At the present rate of appropriations by Con- 
gress, it would require forty years to supply each 
mounted piece at the forts with a hundred rounds of 
ammunition; but, as many needed fortifications will,

l>ouisvUle, Cincinnati, and other towns, now 
deprived of fuel by the peculiarities of this sea- 
*orr} will suffer, not only by the suspension of labor 
and the interruption of business for the time, but the 
aijury will be permanent and will have an important 
influence on their future growth. If they cannot 
lind some access to a constant supply of cheap fuel, 
those who are seeking locations for workshops and 
factories will juss by them, whatever other advant- 
ages they possess, to those places that have this 
source of all industrial power. 

To net an idea how rapidly coal has increased in 
importance, and of its future innuence, from its past 
«d\ ancement to power, we should recall the fact, 
that, in 181D, only thirty-seven years ago, the first 
cargo of coal, of only forty tons, passed down the 
Lehigh Valley, drawn by one horse, and navigated 
by the owner and a boy. With much difficulty a 

Crehaser was found, and the owner "cordelled" his 
it up the river to the mouth of the canal, and re- 
tained home discouraged with the enterprise. This 
was the beginning of the Lehigh coal business, then 
the first, but now only one of the avenues of the im- 
neiue trade in Pennsylvania. A capacious canal 
aud a double-track railroad are now insufficient, 
through this valley, to transport the quantities of 
coal fiat are pressed upon them. There are now ten 
or twehte outlets of the anthracite coal region of 
Pennsylvania, each one of which is delivering at 
tide-water from 25,000 to 125,000 bushels per dav or 
from 7,600,000 to 37,500,000 each, annually; which 
when ntultipled by the number of avenues occupied 
w the transportation, give quantity, difficult to 
gra*r- This is the result of less than forty years'

In order to simplify our field artillery and increase

The Secretary renews his recommendation for the 
i establishment "of a national foundery for casting 
I guns. 

The operations of the national armories have been 
< restricted to the completion of new models for small 
I arms, and the alteration of old models to the long- 
range rifled arms, and to the preparations requisite 
for the exclusive manufacture of the adopted new 
model, which is a rifled arm, such as is commonlv 
called the Minie rifle, with an improvement of the 
lock after Mavnard's plan. The alteration of the 
common flint-lock to the self-priming has Ijeen effect- 
ed to a limited extent. The report recommends the 
alteration to this model of all the old arms of the 
United States, including those distributed to the 
States. There are, altogether, upwards of half a 
million, and the alteration recommended is absolute- 
ly necessary, to prepare the country to meet any 
sudden emergency. It also recommends a law pro- 
viding for a better system of accountability for 
arms furnished by the General Government to the 
States. 

The breech-loading arms have not been tested, the 
inventors failing to supply specimens for experiment. 
The subject of ordnance is treated at length. 

The arsenals of Watervliet, N, Y., and Fayette- 
ville, N. C, are recommended to be used for arsenals 
of construction, for which an extension of the build-

Slsi'knsion ok Jacob Little & Co.— Wall street 
was yesterday thrown into a state of great excite- 
ment in consequence of the announcement of the 
failure of Jacob Little, the great Iwarof the stock 
board in this city, and that also of Henshaw & Son, 
of Boston, in tile aggregate for the sum of at least 
ten millions of dollars. 

Mr. Little announced personally at the board in 
the morning his inability to meet his engagements, 
but ottered to complete all his outstanding contracts 
bv paving up his differencs at the day's quotations. 
It is understood that his creditors will, almost with- 
out exception, come into the proposed arrangement. 
The outstandi^" contracts are to enormous amounts. 

It seems tha^Mr. Little was largely short in stocks, 
chiefly in Western railroad shares, probably inclu- 
ding "a considerable amount of Erie. There were 
many rumors regarding the amount he had sold, 
some of which were no doubt exaggerated. The 
probability is that the number of shares which he 
had sold, short or on time, amounted to about 100,000 
or 150,000. We understand that he offered to settle 
his contracts at the prices of stocks yesterday, but 
announced that should this proposition be declined, 
and stocks should continue to advance, that he would 
be unable to fulfill his engagements. We learn that 
some of his largest creditors acceded to his proposi- 
tion, while others had not decided how they would 
act, as thev, no doubt, wished for time to consult 
their constituents. It is likely all will come into the 
measure when it is considered that Mr. Little has 
always shown great liberality toward others over 
whom he had gained a similar advantage, and was 
generally willing to accept any differences they were 
able to pay. 

The intelligence from England by the steamer of 
the large arrivals of gold from Australia and the 
rise in Consols has had its effect on American opera- 
tors, and raised the price of stocks at a jump. In 
this state of things, Mr. Little doutless foreseeing 
his utter inability to go on came to stand a still at 
once. The consequence of this will be more distinct- 
ly seen in a day or two, and involvements of other 
jiarties, who based their own operations on the con- 
tracts of Mr. Little, must also be extensive and 
heavy. At the second board, stocks went up to 
Thursday's prices, and there are many reasons why- 
such a such a result wonld be struggled for bv those 
who are to deliver at the present rates. When the 
hypothecated stocks are, however, resorted to by the 
lenders of money iu the street — who hold them as 
security — we shall probably then see a considerable 
decline. The great liear disappearing for a time as 
a purchaser, the supply will exceed the demand. 

In 1853 Mr. Little "found himself in very much 
the same predicament, and settled his differences by 
his notes having six, twelve, and eighteen months 
to run. These were taken up before muturity, and 
probably the same measures will be resorted to on 
this occasion. His losses are estimated at about one 
million of dollars, but his friends appear confident 
he will lie able to respond, whatever the sum may be. 
All these time bargains, as our readers are doubtless 
aware, are strictly illegal. Their security is that 
only of the contracting parties. It is understood 
that Mr. Little continued his ordinary operations 
yesterday-, notwithstanding his suspension, and 
probably in a fortnight's time the whole affair will 
blow over. Nothing but the final conflagration will 
put an end to Wall street speculations and Wall 
street swindles. An ordinary earthquake would not 
trouble the operators at all. The failure in this city 
was that of a bear— that in Boston of a bull.

The suggestions 
we propose to cfT>:r refer t"» a more thorough 
organisation cf the faming interests, and tbt 
establishing of some means of mutual benefit 
by associations. TheSrstand mist important 
of which is the littk neighborhood societies 
called "Farmer's C*V>i .» In otter States tnej 
have k sen fout d very pleasant and profitable, 
and we thiuk they form the groundwork of that 
efficient oryanrzatifm which is ■so imporant to 
the agricultural ir.'erest of the country at large. 
There ii an infiot*: variety «f suhj o cts, which 
could be profitably discuss*! in tiiese clubs to 
grear advantages and, by having regular subjects 
previously enounced ftr: discussion, many 
farmers wouk'thus becom* accustomed to pub- 
lic-speaking vrho are novr afraid of the seui.d 
of their own voices if in<tie presence of over 
rbalf a dozer, hearers. Cf course all selects 
not strictly agricultural -should be inadmissible 
during tfae meeting of tfce club. We shall have 
more to star about farsters organizing, because 

re- 
shall 

its ramifications every section of 
the country. Ttaees has been much said in 
some of the agricultural papers about the 
claims of agriculture to a separate department 
in the General Government and a voice in the 
treaty-making power. In speaking &1 farmer's 
organizations, we r ay follow the different socie- 
ties as£onnecting-4inks from th- farcers' clubs, 
through county and State societies, up to a 
-grand national agricultural socieV 7 , but now 
say that we shati advocate no such project as 
shall give these organizations the least political 
bearing. It has always been and will always 
be the interest of our Government, State and 
National, to fosSer and encourage agriculture, 
and all politicians well know it, and they have 
never failed to respond promptly to the wants 
of the farmer when intelligibly made known 
If State and National aid and protection has 
not been eflect- 41y extended at any time it has 
been because farmers or their representatives 
did not themselves know their true wants, ami 
the way to arrive at such knowledge correctly 
is by a syste* of efficient organisation. 

There has been some progress made in this 
direction, but much remains to be done before 
any goodwill result to the farmer from such 
organizations. We have a so-called national 
agricultural society, but there is no means pro- 
vided for the cooperation of the different State 
societies with it, and in effect it is but a local 
society, endowed with spasmodic locomotion 
and periodical vitality. We have State socie- 
ties, but the voices of county societies are not 
heard in their councils, and our county and 
other local societies are not nearly so efficient 
f might be or would be if 
in the county had its 
> ,» in which occasionally matters 
; to the county society could be dis- 
But we have said enough on this sub- 
ject for the present. We ask yot to read the 
following article from the Prairie Farmer on 
"farmers' clubs."

Farmer* Clubs — There is a latent principle 
jo all humanity which seeks development in 
association. Search where you may in these 
modem days, from a Republic down to a gro- 
cery store, and you will find this principle ac- 
tively at work, forming and reforming, and pro- 
ducing results remarkable in their nature and 
incalculable in their tendencies and effects. It 
is indeed the lever by which the universal world 
must be moved and controlled. 

Watching, as we are, the progress of every 
thing which tends to increase knowledge among 
men, and enhance the pleasures and enjoyments 
of rural life, we see in those rudimental associ- 
ations termed Farmers' Clubs, springing into 
being like the light of morning on the mountain 
tops, a most happy and promising development 
of this pervading principle. When these asso- 
ciations become general, when every township 
in the land shall boast its "Farmers' Club," 
then shall we truly understand that farmers re- 
ally and tully comprehend their duty, interest, 
and position as men of sound, prac'ical intelli 
gence, on whom depends in so great a degree 
the general welfare of the world. We shall 
know then that, by the "light that is within

>n of their means, enable them to attain to 
results and acquisitions far beyond their reach 
in their individual capacity. 

The formation of these associations is a very 
simple affair. Notices should be put up in dif- 
ferent places in the town, that a meeting will be 
held on such an evening, at the "Red School- 
house," or the " White Schoolhome," as the 
case may be, to org <nize a "Farmers' Club" — 
calling upon all farmers, good and true, earnest- 
ly, to attend. We have never known a public 
proposition of this kind, for mutual improve- 
ment, fail to bring out a house full. Once 
together, let some one nominate a chairman ana 
put the vote. Then let some person in a clear 
and comprehensive manner state what are the 
purposes and objects contemplated. Let there 
be a free and general expression on this point, 
so that there may be a definite understanding by 
every mind present of what is proposed to be 
accomplished— for, strange to say, there are 
almost always some persons who will secretly 
imagine, when anything of this kind is first in- 
troduced, that a covert attempt is being made 
to "draw th» wool over their eyas," get them 
on the telegraph wires, turn them into swine, or 
play torn* ungentlemanly trick with them. 
Such persons are often vary troublesome and a 
great hindrance; therefore, there should be a 
plain statement of what has already been 
achieved by such associations, and what may be 
reasonably expected of the organization now

Plow the Field and Spade the Garden 
this Fall— Why?— Almost our first editorial 
article was one in favor ot stirring the soil in 
Aut->mn, both in garden and field. Every sub- 
sequent year's experience and observation have 
strengthened our conviction of utility. Aside 
from theoretical consideration, we have known 
a great number of actual trials by different in- 
dividuals, all or nearly all of whom speak de- 
cidedly in favor of breaking up the ground as 
deeply and thoroughly as may be before it is 
closed by frost. Here is one to the point: A 
reader of this paper, a farmer in Northern 
Ohio, who was "set j^in" this fall plowing, 
called upon us in October, 1855, and we had 
quite a dis;ussion over this subject, tbe result 
of which was a "compromise" — he agreeing 
to treat one half of a field after our plan, and 
the other half in the old way. 

The soil was somewhat heavy, a clay loam, 
designed for a crop of spring wheat. The 
third week in November, a double team was 
put before a large plow, and the ground back- 
furrowed into narrow lands, only four furrows 
turned together. The intervening dead fur- 
rows were made as deep as tbe plow could be 
put in, and left open at tbe lower side of the 
field for the escape of the water. Three acres 
were thus treated and three left untouched un- 
til spring. 

On the 17th of May last Mr. L. wrote us 
that tbe part plowed last fall was very mellow, 
and so free from water that he actually har- 
rowed it down nearly level and sowed it to 
wheat, before the rest of the field was dry 
tnongh td commence plowing. 

A letter jus received from him says: "I give 
it up. I shall plow all my land for spring crops 
this fall. The spring wheat on the plowed por- 
tion started much earlier, grew better, and 
yielded almost one-tbird more. Stir up the 
farmers to plow all the land they can this fall; 
you can't do them a better service." 

So much for Mr. L 's experience in one trial. 
His is a marked case. The snow continued on 
the ground quite late last spring, and every day 
gained by having the ground previously plowed 
and drained was important. Again, his soil is 
* heavy one, almost and in some places quite a 
clay, and therefore most likely to be benefitted 
by thorough freezing. It is not best to jump 
at general conclusions from a single experi- 
ment. But we have numerous other examples, 
enough perhaps to establish a general rule in 
favor of frll plowing all heavy soils. 

Last year we described the practice of a suc- 
cessful gardener of our acquaintance who 
spades up nearly an acre every autumn, throw- 
ing it into very high ridges like the following: 

AAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAA 
We saw tue same garden the pas: summer and 
it continued to give evidence of the beneficial 
effects of such a course. The ridges freeze 
through, and in thawing crumble down, while 
the frost penetrates down below the bottom of 
the furrows, and the whole soil is rendered pul- 
verulent and improved and enriched by the am- 
monia collected from snows, rains, and the air 
during win'er. 

There are several advantages derived from 
fall plowing, part of which have been hinted at 
above. 

The teams are generally in better condition 
for work in the fail than after passing through 
a long winter. 

There is generally more time for plowing in 
fall than in spring, when getting in tbe spring 
crops, carting manure, &.c , all crowd together 

Ground plowed in ridges, with deep open 
furrows between, dries out sooner, and on wet 
land several days may be gained, which is of- 
ten enough to turn the sale in favor of a good 
wheat or oat crop. This was the case with 
Mr. L., described above 

The action of frost is very important in de- 
stroying and pulverizing the mineral elements 
and thus reducing them to that fine impalpable 
state necessary to giving a good medium for 
the growth of roots. See remarks In last num- 
ber under "Why clay benefits sandy soils." 

Much poisonous matter in the soil is de- 
stroyed, since the frost and air penetrates a 
double depth where deep open furrows are left. 

The organic or vegetable matter, such as roots 
of plants, are decomposed more rapidly when 
subjected to freezing and thawing, as is the 
case when the ridged soil is more thoroughly 
exposed to frost. 

The roots of dock and other noxious weeds 
are more thoroughly killed out. 

Insects that burrough deeply in the soil are 
killed by exposure to frost. 

These considerations are enougo, We think, 
to recommend plowing all heavy soils in au- 
tumn, where it can be done without serious 
neglect in the saving and threshing of crops 
already grown. Light, dry, sandy soils do not 



We do not intend to deny that some skill is 
necessary in the I jeeessful tipening of the 
pear. But eye do < J .eny that the methods iimal- j 
ly laid down are '.he only correct ones, and that 
this truit can be matured only by the routine of 
prsctice gener ally detailed. W e mean to assert 
that the wli jle process is made unnecessarily 
troub'oscme, laborious, and expensive, without 
achieving any beder results than be attained 
by more simple means. Fruit rooms, for in- 
stance, are almost indispensable to every ex- 
tensive cul'ivatoi; the convenience ot spac°for 
sioring and for assorting rendering them of the 
utmost imporcance, particularly fur the sum- 
mer and autumn varieties. But that all who 
cultivate the winter pears must necessarily 
have a fruit room to ripen them, is the gieat 
error. 

Nearly all the experiments which have been 
made in ripening poars have been on a small 
scale; that is, with a smail quantity of fruit, 
and this divided into many sorts. It has beej 
found that many of the varieties, stored away 
in ordinary places, have become worthless be- 
fore the time of their maturity; either shriv- 
elled up or decayed, and hence it has been in- 
ferred that our knowledge of ripening has been 
very imperfect. The ignorance has not been 
so much in the ripening as in the cultivatior ; 
and, if the latter had been right, we should 
have less complaint of the former. A fruit 
half-grown must necessarily shrivel up, un- 
less extra pains are taken to prevent it; but, 
without inquiring first whether the cultivation 
was such as it should have bean, we have en- 
deavored to perfect by art what nature never 
intended we should— that is, to ripen and ma- 
ture a half-grown fruit. 

These views have been forced upon us after 
long experience in the preservation of a very 
great number of pears. Anxious to test the 
qualities of many cf the most recent acquisi- 
tions, it has been our object to preserve them 
in the best condition To do this, it was im- 
portant that we should have a fruit-.oom; we 
bad one constructed, and, though it materially 
aided as in our efforts, we still found it would 
not ripen many of our fruits. Tbe conviction 
seemed about to be forced upon us that it would 
be almost impossible to mature some of them; 
and repeated trials did not change our opinion, 
until, in the course of time, the trees flour- 
ished and produced abundantly, so that, where 
we fo r merly had a dozen pears of any particu- 
lar sort, we now had a barrel, and, of all, many 
barrels; these could not be stored in an ordi- 
nary-sizsd fruit-room, and we were obliged to 
secure them t>s we would apples, in barrels in 
the cellar. Regretting the necessity of doing 
this, and fearing we should lose much of oui 
f iuit, we from week to week examined the bar- 
rels, but found no shrivelling or decay. On 
the contrary, the specimens were greener, 
plumper, and fairer than ever; and we were 
somewhat surprised at this, afier the very par- 
ticular directions laid down in books, that all 
pear* should be placed on a shelf on the bottom 
end, so as not to touch each other, and we began 
to thiuk that our cellar must be unusually cool 
to preserve them in such fine order. Winter 
was well advanced, and yet the pears ?ere 
firm and sound, with but little change in color, 
and it was not till Christmas that our Duch- 
esses, Beuire Diels, Ice , began to change color 
and show signs of maturity, and during all Jan- 
uary we had an abundance ot Lawrence, Win- 
ter Nelis, Lewis, Beurre Langlier, &,c , &c. 
• • • • • 

Last winter an amateur cultivat r placed5mb 
fore us some superb Glout Morceaus, aboub 
the first of March. We were surprised attbeir 
beauty.; they were as yellow as a lemon, and 
retained all the freshness of juice and exquisite 
flavor for which they are so celebrated. We 
inquired what was the secret of his success. 
Risking a laugh at our expense, he claimed be 
had a new process, which he thought as valu- 
able and skillful as other methods which had 
been made a moustrous secret of. Howev-P 
not wishing to make anything of his art, he 
stated that he had one tree which produced 
about half a bushel of p»vrs Having no good 
place to preserve them, according to the old 
system, without making a fruit-room, which he 
did not wish co do for half a bushel of fruit, 
he devised the following plan: He took a 
good clean barrel and put into it one bushel of 
Ku»set apples; then added the Glout Morceau 
pears, and filled up the barrel with more Rus- 
set apples, and then rolled it into tbe cellar 
with the rest of his fruit. About the middle of 
February ho opened the barrel, and the pears 
were still greei ; thinking it ;ime for them to 
mature, he placed them in a warm room, and in 
the course of teu days they were just in a fit 
state to be eaten. 

This appeared to us a complete illustration of 
the theory we had thought the true one for the 
preservation of our winter pears, viz: that there 
is a natural moisture in the bodies of fruit, 
which enables them to maintain their freshness 
to their period of maturity, which no artificial 
process can retain. A peek of apples kept in 
a box or upon a shelf in a fruit-room would 
lose their flavor almost as readily as tbe pear; 
this we have proved in sur attempt to keep a 
small quantity of some late sorts. In fast, 
there is no difference in regard to the mode of 
keeping the two fruits. 

The whole secret, then, of keeping the pear 
is to preserve them in barrels; if the quantities 
are small, let them be put together, with the 
simple separation of a double sheet of clean, 
thick, brown paper. If the selection of sorts 
which ripen at the same time is judiciously 
made, they may all be taken out at once, ri- 
pened up in a slightly higher temperature, and 
produced in all their beauty and excellence. 
Whoever has hesitated about growing the win- 
ter pears on account of the difficulty of ripen- 
ing, may dispel their fears, if they will try the 
simple method we have detail* d to keep them.

Planting Trees. — The time is again upon us I 
tor beautifying and making useful tbe waste pla 
ces of the earth. Plant trees for shade, plant trees j 
for beauty, plant trees for fruit Who will not 
plant a tret? it is not always the most costly I 
iree that is the most beautitul. Many of our 
native evergreens and deciduous trees are very 
beautiful; many of our own seedling trees are as 
good as me best imported. All it wants, then, 
is the taste and energy to plant trees, and fruit, 
flowers, and shade will assuredly come As 
soon now as the ground is moist enough to keep 
the roots alive, transplant trees and shrubs of all 
kinds. Too much care cannot be taken in re- 
moving a tree; save the fibrous roots. A tree 
should not be removed from a low, moist local- 
ity to high and dry soils. Shou'd it be neces- 
saiy to do so, a portion of the soil around which 
the tree grew should be fi led in around the 
roots of tbe tree in its new location. Trees do j 
much better moved from a poor soil to a rich 
one than from a rich soil to a poor one; for this ] 
reason a nursery for young trees should not be | 
over rich. — Soil of the South.
